TLUNOISCOUNTIES 


A total of 104 persons were 
killed in traffic accidents in St. 
Clair and Madison counties dur- 
ing the first eight. months of 
this year, an increase of 22 as 
compared with the correspond- 
ing period of 1956, the Illino’s 
Division of Highways reported 


ay. 

Fifty-five persons died on St. 
Clair county streets and high- 
ways and 49 in Madison county, 
Each county had reported 41 
traffic deaths for the cor- 
responding eight months of 
last year. 

‘A majority of the deaths oc- 
curred on the heavily traveled 
state and federal highways 
which run together on the East 
Side for Mississippi river 
bridge crossings. State and fed- 
eral highway departments are 

lanning expressways and at 
east one additional bridge to 
ease the traffic congestion. 

Accidents and injuries also 
were running well ahead of last 
year, the division's statistical 
department showed, These rec- 
ords have been collected only 
for the first five months of | 
1957, however. 

Between Jan. 1 and May 
of this year, 857. persons tc 
injured in Madison county ac- | 
cidents compared with 771 in | 
the first five months of 1956. | 
St. Clair county reported 978 | 
persons injured in the same | 
period this year compared with 
884 last year. 

St. Clair county reported 
1614 accidents in the five- 
month period this year com- 
pared with 1526 in the January- 
June period last year. The ia- 
crease in Madison county was 
from 1392 to 1478 accidents. 

With one-third of the year 
remaining, the two counties al- 
ready are approaching last 
year’s total of 123 traffic 
deaths. St. Clair county had 64 | 
and Madison county 59 in 1956. | 

Despite the sharp increase the | 
number of fatalities in St. Clair | | 
county was not expected to ap- | 
proach the record of 98 traffic 
deaths reported in 1941. St. 
Clair county’s second worst year 
was 1951 when 91 deaths oc- 
curred on the highway. 


FRENCH ASSEMBLY 
TO MEET EARLY ON 
NEW ALGERIA PLAN 


PARIS, Sept. 11 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Maurice Bourges-Maunoury 
officially asked the National As- 
sembly yesterday to meet in 
special session Sept. 24 to take 
up the government’s “plan for 
greater local self-rule in Al- 
geria.” 

Parliament is not scheduled to 
reconvene until early October. 
The Premier's move simply ad- 
vances the meeting date. 
Bourges-Maunoury hopes for 
parliamentary approval of his 
plan in advance of any discus- 
sion of Algeria in the U.N. 
General Assembly. 

Informed sources say the 
plan provides for division of 
Algeria into six or eight semi- 
autonomous regions, each with 
its own popularly elected 
provincial legislature and 
executive. The legislatures 
would in turn choose delegates 
to a sort of federal assembly in 
Algiers which would co-ordinate 
the administration. 

The plan would keep defense, 
foreign relations, currency, cus- 
toms and finance matters in 
French hands. Arabs would be 
given equal voting rights and 
each ethnic minority would be 
guaranteed some _ representa- 
tion.

If the train is to be 
eliminated from the schedule, 
the company will need the ap- 
proval of the railway commis- 
sions in all the states through 
which the train runs. 

The company’s petition said 
that the train, which goes from 
East St. Louis to Lawrenceville 
in Illinois, was carrying an 
average of three passengers 
daily.

FOR CONTROL OF 
RED ARMY HINTED 


LONDON, Sept. 11 (UP)—So=

The

force. This was one of the late 
Joseph Stalin’s means of main- 
taining direct control over the 
military. 

Western experts said the 
strategy may be Khrushchev’s 
first big move in a struggle for 
complete power unfettered by 
dependence on the support of 
Russia’s —omnge | oe, 

The power com- 
missars in the Soviet armed 
forces had disintegrated since 
Stalin’s death. This looks like 
a comeback of sorts. 

Powers Not Disclosed. 

The specific powers of the 
planned party cells have so far 
not been disclosed. Their tasks 
are said to include indoctrina- 
tion of non-party armed forces 
members. 

One of the tasks includes “‘ex- 
planation” of the international 
situation to the armed forces 
members by party representa- 
tives in the units, the reports 
said 


Marshal Zhukov, World War 
II hero and chief of the Red 
army since Stalin died, was the 
chief backer of Khrushchev in 
the recent crisis in the party 
hierarchy. 

In that fight, there was a 
struggle for power between 
Khrushchev on one hand, and 
Georgi Malenkov, Vyacheslav 
Molotov and Lazar Kaganovich 
on the other. Khrushchev final- 
ly won out, with the result that 
the opposition group was purged 
from power and exiled into 
minor jobs. 

Word since has leaked out 
that it was Zhukov’s backing 
that saved Khrushchev’s neck 
in that fateful June meeting of 
the Kremlin leadership. 

Since then, all talk of collec- 
tive leadership in Moscow has 
vanished significantly from the 
Soviet vocabulary. 

To all appearances, Khrush- 
chev has emerged as the su- 
preme boss of Soviet Russia, 
but there are indications that 
his June victory has not brought 
him nearer to the establishment 
of a personal dictatorship. 

His dependence on Red army 
support is a barrier to his su- 
preme control of the Kremlin. 
Reports from Moscow have sug- 
gested that if this support were 
withdrawn in a demonstrative 
manner, Khrushchev might no 
longer be able to rely on his 
majority in the central commit- 
tee of the party. 

Since Zhukov’s position is 
understood to be too strong at 
present to be assailed frontally 
at present, establishment of the 
party cells in the armed forces 
may be a prelude to an in- 
evitable showdown between 
Khrushchev and the popular 
Soviet marshal.

On ope occa- 
sion, at least, a Negro rhythm 
band a few blocks away out- 
drew him. : 

But, as the hour drew nearer 
for integration to begin ‘here, 
his crowds increased, and after 
15 Negroes registered for inte- 
grated first grade classes on 
Aug. 27, as many as 150 showed 
up. He seemed to hold them— 
as he had his followers in Clin- 
ton—spellbound. 

While he was in Nashville, 
significantly, Clinton High be- 
gan its second year of integrat- 
ed operation quietly. Eight Ne- 
groes enrolled without incident 
or outward protest. 

Nashville now was his head- 
quarters. And, characteristical- 


ly, Nashville was the scene of 
his latest arrests.

Though UNEF labors under severe limitations, 
had something like it been in existence before 
the Budapest crisis, that.story might have turned 
out differently. What if the Imre Nagy govern- 
ment, for example, had called for UNEF aid 
during the brief period before the Russians sent 
in their tanks? The Kremlin might have hesi- 
tated to use against the U.N. the armed might 
it inflicted on Hungary. The Hungarian people 
thus might have been aided by the U.N. to work 
out their own destiny. . 

Mr. Hammarskjold in his report makes a good 
case against current talk of U.N. Charter re- 
form. -But he rightly urges steady organic de- 
velopment of the organization, and suggests a 
study by the secretariat of the proposal to estab- 
lish a permanent peace force. Specific action 
of this sort would be more effective in strength- 
ening the U.N. than the passage of resolutions 
primarily for propaganda effect. 


Ten Days 

The injunction proceedings now under way in 
Little Rock should help to provide time for a 
peaceful and legal settlement of defiance of 
federal law by the Arkansas Governor. 

As requested by Federal District Judge Ron- 
ald A. Davies, the Justice Department filed a 
petition for both temporary and permanent in- 
junctions against Gov. Faubus and two of his 
National Guard commanders. The injunctions 
would order the Governor and the Guardsmen 
to.stop interfering with public school integra- 
tion. Judge Davies set a hearing for Sept. 20, 
which gives the Governor 10.days to consider 
his position before his appearance in court. . 

The fact that Gov. Faubus volu At 
cepted the court’s summons from a United 
States marshal suggests that the Governor is at- 
least willing for his case to go to court. In the 
10 days before that, he might find it advisable 
to withdraw the troops, thus avoiding a contest 
with the Federal. Government. But if he does 
not do that, an injunction would still give him 
an excuse for getting off a limb before the 
Government is finally forced to saw it off. 

The nation can hope that 10 days will provide 
Gov. Faubus with ample time for lucid, unemo- 
tional second thoughts. Meantime, Gov. Paubus 
continues in contempt,-as he has been all along. 
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West Point Defeats the Westerns 

When a-goodly number of military men be- 
come imbued with an idea and set about carry- 
ing-it out, ‘they are going to win or else go down 
in glorious battle. Word spread last spring that 
“West Point,” the filmed drama series for tele- 
vision based on derring-do and high spirit at 
the United States Military Academy, was headed 
for retirement. So the bugler sounded adju- 
tant’s call. € ) 

A letter-writing campaign got under way. 
Alumni of West Point ranging from venefable 
generals to green lieutenants registered their 
distress at the impending cancellation. And 
now comes word that “West Point” will not be 
replaced with a “western” after all. It is doubt- 
ful that any cowboys or rustlers will resent this 
victory scored by the men who wear Army blue 
(when they do wear a dress uniform.) Nor 
will the Indians, who always get defeated any- 
way except when the script deals with Gen, 
Custer. Perhaps congratulations are due the vet- 
erans of the letter-writing campaign for haying 
done their shate in keeping down the mumber 
of westerns. 
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Clear Warning to Teamsters’ 

Some Teamster officials seem to feel that they 
have an advanhtage over the AFL-CIO because of 
the calendar. The notion is naive; but here it 
is: The Exetutive Council of the federation 
meéts on Sept. 24. The Teamsters open their 
convention Sept. 30. Having made a promise 
of reform, these Teamster politicians feel the 
Executive Council cannot act against them before 
their: convention has an opportunity to act.

Assuming that this is so—that there is no 
conflict wf interest in the Wormser case—the 
problem of other conflict of interest cases and 
what to do about them remains. This raises the 
question of whether there,might be a procedure 
through which some substantial avoidance could 
be achieved by the time a contract is awarded. 

Perhaps a disinterested administrative official 
or agency could go into the facts and then make 
clear’ that there was no favoritism in the award 
of a contract or grant to the company of a Gov- 
ernment official who was in effect on loan from 
the business to Washington. Such transactions 
then would be entirely in the open and a matter 
of public record through the disinterested means. 

The current lack of adequate procedure puts a 
questionable light on both the Government and 
the official in such instances, and that is not 
fair to either when no intent to gain favor is 
present. 

The St. Joseph Lead Cé. case only illustrates 
the problem. Other similar situations inevitably 
arise when business men and industrialists go 
to Washington to serve in executive positions. 
Notwithstanding the creation of suitable execu- 
tive machinery, some deliberate conflict of in- 
terest cases probably would continue to arise. 
Because of potential Violations, congressional 
committees would need to keep a close eye on 
those areas which have given rise to conflict of 
interest cases in the past. 
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A Moscow Habit 


The Soviet regime again has denounced the 
United States. In Moscow this is an old habit. 
This time the charge is that Washington has 
been conspiring with Israel and Turkey to de- 
stroy Syria. 

For good measure, Foreign Minister Gromyko 
has thrown in charges of wrecking the London 
disarmament talks, failure to help Russia in pre- 
serving peace in the East, plotting with 
Chancellor Adenauer to bring about German 
reunificatién, and so forth. Izvestia backed him 
up, saying that it is “obvious” that the United 
States ig preparing to attack Syria. And Foreign 
Minister and Izvestia joined in a solemn warn- 
ing to the West, and in equally solemn assur- 
ances to Russia’s “friends” in the Middle East 
that Moscow will not tolerate “imperialist at- 
tempts” to “throw a colonial.yoke on them.” 

Unhappily such statements are almost stand- 
ing operating procedure in. Moscow. Here 
they are discounted because they go against 
the facts. After all, it was a pro-Russian, not a 
pro-American general who staged. the coup 
which caused the current trouble in Syria. But 
some times the Russian propagandists—although 
generally for irrelevant reasons—are believed 
in other parts of the world. That necessitates 
denials and counter-charges by the West. 

Moscow may regard this kind of diplomacy 
as a game, a sort of war of nerves, which may 
gain an advantage here and there. If so, it is to 
be hoped that somebody in the Kremlin will 
realize before too long that it is an irritating, 
dangerous game. 

Even if such talk is not intended to send 
armies into action, it is a bit like playing with 
matches, Sooner or later, things could get out 
of hand. Russian professions of peaceful intent 
would be more meaningful if Russian officials 
spoke a bit more peacefully. 
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Fluoridation for St. Louis County

by Secretary Dag Hammarskjold 


The events of the past year have, I 
believe, cast a clearer light on the role 
of the United Nations in these times. 

The Charter, read as a whole, does 
not endow the United Nations with any 
of the attributes of a super-state or 
of a body active outside the framework 
of decisions of member governments. 


The United Nations is, rather, an in- 
strument for negotiation among, and 


to some extent for, governments. It is. 


also an instrument 
added to the time- 
honored means of 
diplomacy for con- 
certing action by 
governments in 
support of the goals 
of the Charter. 

This is the role the organization has 
played, sometimes successfully, some- 
times with disappointing setbacks, 
throughout its life. 


From time to time complaints are 
heard about the limitations upon the 
organization’s power. It has even been 
suggested that, unless these limita- 
tions are corrected, the usefulness. of 
the United Nations is so questionable 
that the main effort of the govern- 
ments in the search for peace should 
be concentrated in other directions, 


Facts of Life, Not the Charter 


This view does less than justice to 
the contributions of the United Nations 
in its short life. Especially, it fails to 
take into account that the real limita- 
tions upon action by the organization 
do not derive from the provisions of the 
Charter. They result from facts of in- 
ternational life in our age which are 
not likely to be bypassed by a differ- 
ent approach or surmounted by at- 
tempts at merely constitutional reform. 

To turn aside from the United Na- 
tions now because it cannot be trans- 
formed into a world authority enforc- 
ing the law upon the nations would be 
to erase all the steady, though slow and 
painful, advances that have been made. 

We should, rather, recognize the 
United Nations for what it is—an ad- 
mittedly imperfect but indispensable 
instrument of nations in working for a 
peaceful evolution toward a more just 
and secure world order, 

The dynamic forces at work in this 
stage of human history have made 
world organization necessary. The bal- 
ance of these forces has also set the 
limits within which the power of world 
organizatiqn can develop at each step. 


Ad justments Take Time 


These processes of adjustment take 
time. Systems of alliance, maintained 
side by side with the United Nations 
in recognition of the prev 
of forces, may serve a .useful purpose 
during the period through which we 
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ests and application of the principles 
of the Charter. 


I believe that the criticism of the 
system of one vote for one nation, ir- 
respective of size or strength, as con- 
stituting an obstacle to arriving at just 
and representative solutions, tends to 
exaggerate the problem. 


The General Assembly is not a par- 
liament of elected individual members; 
it is a diplomatic meeting in which the 
delegates of member states represent 
governmental policies, and these pol- 
icies are subject to all the influences 
that would prevail in international life 
in any case. 


Mirror of World Realities 


Smaller nations are not in the habit 
of banding together against the larger 
nations whose power to affect inter- 
national security and well-being is so 
much greater than their own. Nor do 
I- see justification for talk about the 
responsible and the irresponsible among 
the nations. 


Finally, the two-thirds rule applied 
to all major decisions in the General 
Assembly should serve as a reasonable 
assurance to those who may not fully 
share the views that have been here 
expressed, 

With its increase in membership, the 
United‘ Nations more fully mirrors the 
realities of the present world situation 
than ever before, although necessarily 
the picture given in the dehates and 
votes in the United Nations can be truly 
evaluated only by a careful analysis. 

The United Nations reflects, but is in 
no sense a cause of, the renaissance of 
Asia. The awakening of Africa and the 
other great changes that are under way 
in the balance of power and relation- 
ships of the peoples are likewise part 


of the dynamics of history itself. 
As always, bring with them 
many grave problems of adjustment. 


These all too easily may become the 
occasion for arousing passion, fear and 
hatred, and lead in turn to violent up- 
heavals and to ultimate disaster of war 
in this atomic age.

Between Book Ends 


Wartime Pacifist’s Story 
TESTAMENT OF EXPERIENCE, by Vera 

Brittain. (Macmillan, 479 pgs., $5.) 

In “Testament of Youth,” which was 
published in 1933 and became a best- 
seller both here and in England, Vera 
Brittain wrote about the First World 
War and its tragic effects on her own 
life. “Testament of Experience” is a 
sequel, covering her marriage (to 
George Edward Gordon Catlin, crypti- 
cally referred to as “G.” throughout 
the book) and the rearing of two chil- 
dren, while she was carrying on her 
literary activities and engaging in paci- 
fist campaigns. 

The accounts of her activities as a 

pacifist while the bombs were 

falling around her head comprise the 
most interesting parts of her book. She 
and her fellow members of the Peace 
Pledge Union, trying to cool popular 
passions by appealing to reason, were 
put in the unpopular position of seem- 
ing to minimize the sins of the enemy 
( and the virtues of 

the allies. This led 
to their being con- 
sidered Fascists 
during the hot war 
and Communists 
during the cold 
one. Oddly enough, 
the public reaction 
was more damaging 
to Miss Brittain’s 
prestige in Amer- 
- ica than in her 
bomb-blitzed home- 
land, though it was 
bad enough there. 

The effect on the 
author, an wun 
abashed pursuer of fame, was to add 
another stumbling block in the already 
difficult path to her goal, and she 
comes through as more harried and in- 
effectual than tragic. 


Like most autobiographical works by 
British authors, this one reminds us of 
how tight that little isle really is, If 
“Testament of Experience” carried an 
index of proper names, it would be a 
glittering roster indeed. All of them 
are there—Shaw, Wells, the Webbs, Vir- 
ginia Woolf, Rebecca West—but the 
references to them are not very illu- 
minating. Miss Brittain’s acquaintance- 
ships with the luminaries appear to 
have been more tenuous than intimate, 

About those in her own family circle, 
on the other hand, she is almost super- 
fluously explicit, spreading before us 
details of the sort that would be of 
interest only if they shed some light 
on the background of Shaw or Shake- 
speare.

What, in fact, he 
did was to supersede the local 
police before there was any dis- 
order at all, 


The Governor’s conduct in the 
affair makes it seem very likely 
that the crisis has been engi- 
neered, and that Arkansas was 
picked for an experiment, and 
that Gov. Faubus was hornswog- 
gled into providing a test case 
for an adventure in nullifica- 
tion. 

It was a smart idea to pick 
Gov. Faubus and Arkansas. For 
the Governor has not in the 
past been known as an absolute 
segregationist. Nor has the State 
of Arkansas been, like the states 
of the Deep South, irreconcila- 
ble, and there has been some 
integration in some of the Ar- 
kansas schools. 


Precedent for Georgia. 


If a precedent for outright 
nullification could be estab- 
lished in a state like Arkansas, 
there would be little to argue 
about if Georgia followed suit. 


There is very strong internal 
evidence for believing that the 
Little Rock crisis was engi- 
neered in order to establish a 
pattern and a precedent for 
nullification.

Guard Must Be Ruled Out. 


The President is bound, so it 
seems to me, not to consider 
that the affair is settled until a 
clear precedent has been estab- 
lished which rules out the use 
of the National Guard as an in- 
strument of nullification. 

Congress and the President 
have both ruled out the use of 
federal troops to impose inte- 
gration. The necessary corollary 
is to rule out the use of state 
troops to impose segregation. 

The principle is clear and the 
President will have overwhelm- 
ing support from the country in 
supporting it by all the legal 
powers at his command. 

A failure to support the prin- 
ciple would not only be igno- 
minious. It would be a betrayal 
of the liberal Southern leaders, 
leaving them at the mercy of 
the rabid segregationists with 
whom they have been contend- 
ing so valiantly and so well.

No Withdrawal Contemplated. 


Father Florovsky made it 
clear his action did not fore- 


shadow a withdrawal from co- 
operative activities conducted 
by the world and national coun- 
cils.

in us which may have kept 
them apart from our fellow- 
ship.” 

This was an obvious refer- 
ence to the Roman Catholic 
Church, the Southern Baptist 
Convention and the Lutheran 
Church- Missouri Synod, the 
largest Christian body not af- 
filiated with the World or Na- 
tional Council of Churches. 

At Oberlin there were 300 ac- 
credited delegates from 29 
Protestant denominations in the 
United States, five Eastern Or- 
thodox bodies, and five Ca- 
nadian churches. 

Extensive Unity Emphasized. 

The message emphasized al- 
ready exjsting “unities” of co- 
operation and a declared faith 
in God and Christ. It voiced 
the hope of a unity “in which 
every ministry is a ministry of 
and for all the members, bound 
together in a worshipping and 
sacramental community.” 

“We call upon every local 
church and congregation to ex- 
amine the way in which it 
makes visible the nature of the 
church of Christ,” the message 
asserted. 

“It is not only in our separa- 
tions as churches and denom- 
inations but in our social strati- 
fication, our racial segregation, 
our introversion and _é self- 
content despite God’s summons 
to our mission to the world, 
that we deny and refuse the 
unity he would offer us.” 

The five Orthodox bodies that 
disassociated themselves from 
the message were the Great 
Archdiocese of North and South 
America, the Romanian Ortho- 
dox Episcopate of America, the 
Russian Orthodox Greek Catho- 
lic Church of North America, 
the Syrian Antiochian _ Ortho- 
dox Church, and the Ukrainian 
Orthodox Church of America.

POPES ENCYCLCAL 
ON RADIO AND TV 


He Urges Close Watch on 
Moral Standards of ‘Re- 
markable Inventions.’ 


VATICAN CITY, Sept. 11 
(AP)—Pope Pius XII in an en-' 
cyclical letter to bishops of the , 
Roman Catholic Church today 
called on them to organize of- 
fices similar to the Legion of 
Decency to co-ordinate church 
activity in the fields of radio 
and television. 

The Legion of Decency is 
concerned with motion pictures 
and their mora] and religious 
problems. 

The letter, dated Sept. 8 and 
made public today, said motion 
pictures, radio and television 
should be used for the material 
and spiritual improvement of 
men’s lives. 

Hailing these “remarkable in- 
ventions,” the 8l-year-old Pope 


| father, 


underlined that although they 
are results of men’s ingenuity 
they are “nevertheless the gifts 
of God, our Creator.” 

The 6000-word encyclical is 
the first to deal with radio and 
television. 

It follows one issued by Pope 
Pius XI in 1936 on the subject 
of motion pictures and directed 
to the Catholic episcopate of the 
United States. 

The new encyclical, entitled 
from its first two Latin words— 
“miranda prorsus” (remarkable 
inventions) — emphasized that 
the church especially considers 
these inventions its concern. 

The Pope said that the 
church had welcomed these arts 
“not only with great joy, but 
also with a motherly care and 
watchfulness.” 

From these “wonderful ad- 
vances” of motion pictures, ra- 
dio and television, he said, can 
come “great advantages,” but 
“so, too, can very. great 
dangers.” 

The Pontiff said these new 
possessions and instruments 
“which are within almost ey- 
eryone’s grasp,” introduce “a 
most powerful influence into 
men's minds, both because they 
can flood them with light... 
and because they can make 
them subject to uncontrolled 
passions.” 

The Pope said that in the last 
century frequently machines 
which “ought to serve men, 
when brought into use, rather 
reduced them to‘slavery and 
caused grievious harm.” 

“Likewise today,” he said, 
“unless the mounting develop- 
ment of technical skill, applied 
to the diffusion of pictures, 
sounds and ideas, is subjected 
to the sweet yoke of the law of 
Christ, it can be the source of 
countless evils, which appear to 
be all the more serious, because 
not only material forces but 
also the mind are unhappily en- 
slaved, and man’s inventions 
are, to that extent, deprived 
of those advantages which, in 
the design of God’s providence, 
ought to be their primary pur- 
pose.” 

The Pontiff then in a de- 
tailed study of motion pictures, 
radio and television urged that 
they be used to serve truth and 
good, and exhorted public au- 
thorities not to support moral- 
ly decadent productions.

INJUNCTION SUIT 
‘ALLOWS FAUBUS 
HISDAY INCOURT 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (AP) 
—Department of Justice sources 
said yesterday the injunction 
action brought against Gov.

“give the Governor his day in 
court,” and to foreclose any 
possible suggestion of “pre- 
cipitate or unfair” action by 
federal authorities. 


Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell’s petition that the Ar- 
kansas Governor be enjoined 
from using the National Guard 
to prevent racial integration at 
Little Rock’s Central High 
Schoo] was filed in response to 
a directive by United States 
District Judge Ronald N. Davies. 


The Justice Department de- 
clined to say whether the At- 
torney General might have made 
a move in the case without the 
directive from the judge, which 
was described by experts in 
Washington as without prece- 
dent. 

However, officials said that 
under the directive the depart- 
ment had a choice of asking for 
temporary and permanent in- 
junctions, to be issued at the 
hearing, or requesting the court 
to issue an immediate tempo- 
rary restraining order, without 
hearing, to remain in effect un- 
til the injunction petition was 
heard. 


Opportunity te Be Meard.

Judge Tells Why He Is Handling

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept 
11 (INS)}—Gov. Orval E. Fau- 


bus’s statement on _ television 
yesterday that he had “a very 
strong feeling” United States 
District Judge Ronald A. Davies 
had been specifically selected 
by federal authorities and sent 
to Little Rock to handle the in- 
tegration orders, expressed a 
thought that has gained wide 
circulation. 


The truth of it was denied 
recently by Judge Davies with 
cold indignation. The judge, 
whose home court is in Fargo, 
N.D., strode across his chamber 
to a bookcase and pulled out 
a volume to prove his point 
when he was asked about it. 


“The United States is divided 
into 11 circuits, 10 of which 
are numbered and the District 
of Columbia is the eleventh,” 
he said. “I am simply one of 
the judges of the circuit which 


includes, as you see here, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Nebras- 
ka, Minnesota, lowa, Missouri 
and Arkansas. 

“Recently I have sat in Iowa. 
The chief judge, Archibald K. 
Gardner, resides in Huron, S.D., 
and is now sitting in St. Louis.” 

Court attendants said that be- 
cause of a vacancy on the fed- 
eral bench in Little Rock a 
huge backlog of cases had piled 
up and Judge Davies’s assign- 
ment to:.clean up the calendar 
was “completely routine.” 

Judge Davies returned to his 
desk, picked up a thick file and 
thumbed through it.

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SHIPSIN OREGON PORT

COOS BAY, Ore, Sept. 11 
(UP) — Three members of the 
crew of an Army Engineers’ 
dredge lost their lives last night 
when the vessel was struck by 
a freighter at the entrance to 
Coos Bay harbor. 

Involved in the collision were 


the dredge William T. Rossel | 


and the Norwegian freighter 
Thorstall. A defective steering 
gear on the freighter was 
blamed tentatively for the acci- 
dent, 


The dead were Harry C. Pe- 
terson of San Francisco, an en- 


man. | They among 
crewmen aboard the dredge. 

The Army Engineers said one 
crew member, Andrew H. Fer- 
guson, of Portland, Ore., was 
missing and eight others were 
in a hospital in North Bend. 

The Thorshali,. a 3776-ton 
ship, was leaving port for Se- 
attle with a load of lumber. It 
struck the 268-foot dredge on 
the left side as the smaller 
vessel was entering the channel 
after dumping a load of sand 
at sea. 

Franck Shaw, president of the 
Independent Stevedoring Co., 
the firm which loaded the Thor- 
shall, said the steering gear ap- 
parently failed on the Thorshall 
as it passed the dredge. He 
said it veered sharply into the 
vessel. 


The Rossell sank ckly in 
the channel with only the mast 
and pilot house The 


survivors clung to the super- 
structure and to two lifeboats 
until they were rescued. 

The Rossell is one of three 
giant dredges which the Army 
Engineers use to clear water- 
ways along the Pacific coast. 

The Thorshall, piloted by 
Capt. M. Mathiesen, returned 
to port and tied up at Empire, 
Ore.

éé E doesn’ appreciate how 
Her 1 work,” wives are 
snaeeae writing me about 

ladies, nobody ever fully ap- 
preciates how hard another per- 
son works.” : 

Maybe if more women would 
accept that fact there would be 
fewer making themselves un- 
happy. 

Appreciation is a nice thing 
to receive. But the only sure 
way of enjoying whatever work 
you have to do is to get plea- 
sure out of the results. 

If your whole pleasure i 
job depends on some other 
son’s appreciating how hard it 
was, you're likely to come up 
shy on job satisfaction. 

Some working women even 


carry this attitude of demand- 
ing appreciation for what they 
do. 


In this case it is the boss in- 
stead of the husband who is 
supposed to feel grateful for 
how hard they work. 

The fact that he is paying for 
the work doesn’t seem to make 
any difference. 

It’s human nature to want 
and to enjoy appreciation. But 
it’s foolish to carry the need 
for appreciation so far that you 
can’t get along without it.
